Forest View Area Unchanged As Years Pass By

In 19,16 a Dallas construction company 


named the Centex Corporation completed 
a study of the Chicago metropolitan area 
in its search for a suitable site for a 
large'scale home building operation. 


Taking into consideration a variety of 


factors, the firm quickly decided an un- 
developed area northwest of O'Harc Air- 
port offered the best overall advantages. 
With the Northwest Tollway under con- 
struction nearby and the permanently 
tledicattd forest preserve to the west, 


the firm had few reservations about the 
decision — to develop the 1,300-acre 
area. 


At that time the land that was to be- 


come Elk Grove Village was a generally 
undeveloped area, occupied mainly by 
farmland. Only a small area south of 
Landmeier Road had been developed. 


Called the Branigar Subdivision, that 


90-acre development represented the first 
home-building intrusion into the village 
area. Developed by the Branigar Associ- 
ation of Bensenville, the homes built in 
the subdivision were 
mostly 
smaller 


ones, generally occupying half-acre lots. 


TODAY, lli YEARS later, the subdivi- 


sion has a new name (Forest View), 
some new homes, and a village com- 
pletely surrounding it. And while that vil- 
lage has grown to almost 25,000 persons 
and boasts the largest industrial park in 
the nation, the subdivision which pre- 
dates it remains much the same as it 
was in its early days — a rather close- 
k n i t , unincorporated residential - area 
whose only local governing unit is a 
homeowners association. 


The subdivision is bounded roughly by 


Landmeier Road, Ridge Avenue, Laurel 
Street and a line east of Woodvitw Ave- 
nue. It includes 121 homes and about 500 
residents. In addition to the smaller 
homes, there are a number of larger 
homes in the $40-$50,000 price range. 


In many ways the subdivision differs 


little from the village that has grown to 
encircle it. Its residents shop at the same 
stores, their children go to the same 
schools, they all share current traffic 
problems caused by area road work. 


But though the village and the subdivi- 


sion have coexisted peacefully since their 


respective beginnings, a decision last fall 
put at least a temporary strain on the 
relationship. 


At that time the village decided to stop 


providing fire protection to the subdivi- 
sion, except to those homeowners willing 
to pay an $84 yearly fee. Previously the 
village had provided fire protection at 
virtually no cost to the subdivision. 


ONE-HUNDRED homeowners paid the 


required fee this year, leaving 21 without 
fire or anibulance service since Nov. 1.

IT IS FAR safer to watch a licensed

The Cook County Board voted yester- 


day to spend more than $880,000 to make 
certain there will be voting machines in 
every county precinct for the November 
general election. 


In a break from normal procedure, the 


board; at its regular meeting yesterday, 
first opened sealed bids from three vot- 
ing machine companies and minutes lat- 
er awarded the contract to a New Jersey 
firm. 


Under the terms of the contract the 


International Election Systems Corp., of 
Burlington, N. J., Is scheduled to deliver 
447 lever-operated machines to the coun- 
ty by Sept. 15. 


The county will pay $1,995 each for the 


machines, with a total bill of $880,765. 


James Gaughan, county deputy comp- 


troller, said the expeditious handling of 
the contract was necessary to make cer- 
tain voting machines will be available in 
the 1,950 expected precincts for use by 
the county's approximately 1,250,000 vot- 
ers. 


THE BID by international was the low- 


est of the three received by the county. 
Computer Election Systems of Elmhurst 
submitted the highest bid of $2,600 per 
machine and the Automatic Voting Ma- 
chine Co., of Jamestown, N. Y., offered 
to supply the machines for $2,226 each.

International was awarded the contract, 
Gaughan said following the meeting, be- 
cause the Automatic Voting Machine Co., 
could not meet specifications Speaking 
of the Elmhurst firm, Gaughan said, 
"They said they could make the machine 
but they have never made one machine 
yet." 


The problem the county faces in pur- 


chasing new voting machines is that they 
must be identical, for various reasons, 
with the approximately 3,300 machines 
the county already owns International, 
at the present time, is believed to be the 
only manufacturer of the vertical-type 
machine. 


The Automatic Voting Machine Co., for 


example, which supplies machines for 
voting within the City of Chicago, pro- 
duces a horizontal machine. 


The county was forced to find another 


supplier of voting machines because of 
difficulties the previous manufacturer, 
the Shoup Voting Machine Co. of Phila- 
dephia, encountered with the Internal- 
Revenue Service. 


The Shoup company currently is the 


subject of a far-reaching federal grand 
jury investigation examining alleged 
fraud and kickbacks in the purchase and 
sale of voting machines. 


GAUGHAN explained the county had a 


contract with Shoup, under which the 
company agreed to furnish 500 machines 
to the county — with 150 of them sched- 
uled for delivery by March 1. 


Gaughan said the county received none 


of the machines by that time and to date 
has received only 53 machines from the 
company. The deputy comptroller said 
the county felt there was a substantial 
breach of contract for the delivery failure 
He said it also appears that Shoup "may 
not be in business a month from now, or 
even today," which the county feels rep- 
resents an "anticipatory" breach of con- 
tract because the company would not be 
able to live up to its five-year warranty 
agreement. 


Gaughan said for those reasons the 


board voted June 5 to cancel the contract 
with the Philadelphia firm and look else- 
where for voting machines. 


The difference between purchasing the 


machines from Shoup or from Inter- 
national may exist, however, only on pa- 
per, 


Gaughan explained that within the last 


year all the shares of the Shoup Voting 
Machine Co., were bought up by the 
Macrodyne-Chatillon Corp., of New York. 
He said the International company is 
also a wholly owned subsidiary of Mac- 


rodyne-Chatillon. 


GAUGHAN said the Internal Revenue 


Service has notified the county it holds 
hens and levies against Shoup for up to 
$2.3 million for back taxes. 


"We're not going to take any chances," 


Gaughan said. "The IRS has an agree- 
ment with Shoup, Macrodyne-Chatillon 
and International by which 10 per cent of 
all revenues from contracts will go to the 
IRS and 90 per cent to the producer of 
the machines. But the county is going to 
give 100 per cent of the money to Uncle 
San and Uncle Sam can do what they 
want." 


Gaughan said the county has little oth- 


er choice than to buy the machines from 
International because it is the only pro- 
ducer of the machine the county is using. 


"If we don't do this," he said, "about 


200 precincts in the county would go with- 
out voting machines for the November 
election "

If 
the donor is married, the pint of blood 
assures protection for both husband and 
wife for two years. An entire family, in- 
cluding all children under 19 years of 


age, can be assured of blood by a one- 
pint donation. 


Any adult in good health between the 


ages of 18 and 65 can join the plan. A 
cancer patient or person not previously 
eligible 
for membership 
because of 


known blood diseases may have a proxy 
donor, which will enroll him or her in the 
four-year protection plan. 


BLOOD CAN be donated every eight 


weeks as long as a man or woman 
weighs 110 pounds or more. Less than 5 
per cent of the healthy adults in the na- 
tion voluntarily give blood each year, but 
blood replacement needs rise 12 per cent 
per year according to CBRP. 


Open-heart surgery often requires at 


least 30 pints of blood, and these oper- 
ations are increasing in number. At least 
250,000 pints are required annually in the 


Chicago area for surgery, disease and 
accident treatment. Health, community 
and religious organizations and major 
businesses are being asked to assist. 


CBRP acts as an intermediary be-

Hoffman Estates girls are becoming old 
pros, 
, 


Jane Rabyk, a 16-year-old Conant High 


School senior, and Debbie Clemens, an 
18-year-old Conant graduate have a year 
and a half experience between them at 
the Hoffman Estates Enco Car Care Cen- 
ter, Higgins and G-len Lake Roads. They 
are two of four girls who work at the 
station. 


Owner Marv Palmer has hired women 


since he opened the station three years 
ago. He says the girls have more person- 
ality, are friendlier and more polite to 
his customers. 


"So many of the young guys we hired 


were downright rude," he says. "They 
had changed a tire twice in their lives 
and thought they knew all there was to 
know about cars. They would tell people 
what was wrong with their cars without 
really knowing " 


THE RESULT WAS a loss of custom- 


ers. 


The girls at his station are responsible 


for pumping gas, checking the oil and 
battery, washing windows and keeping 
the station clean. 


Though some customers are still a 


little skeptical, he says the reaction to 
his four girl attendants is generally good, 
with more favorable comments coming 
from women rather than men. 


Jane remembers being "really mad" 


when one elderly woman absolutely re- 
fused to let her even touch her car. But 
the girls' favorite customers are ones 
their own age or a little older and prefer- 
ably male. 


REGULAR CUSTOMERS often ask the 


"grease monkeys" out, says Debbie, who 
has worked at the station since February 
and says the station has kept her social 
life, at least, busy. 


At the same time that they are told to 


"fill it up, fella," the girls have to con- 
tend with some harassment from mar- 
ried men, explains Jane, who likes to be 
out in the sun rather than "stuck in somt 
office." 


Debbie doesn't like the dirtier aspects 


of her job, and points to her hands and 
greased clothes while explaining that in 
September she probably will look for a 
secretarial position. 


It's ironic, because Debbie would "love 


to be a. mechanic so that when I get my 
own car, I can do the work on it myself." 


A BOY SHE MET at the station has 


been explaining things to her as he does 
tune-ups on his car, but at work the me- 
chanics told her she could watch but they 
have no time to explain.

Schalk sees no 
reason why women shouldn't work on the 
driveway, and he would even trust a girl 
mechanic "if she were trained." 


"Besides, I like pretty girls," he adds. 
A mother of a teenage son doesn't ob- 


ject to the girls except that her own son 
doesn't get a gas station job because 
girls* are now in such high demand. Her 
husband, however, a mechanic himself, 
still doesn't trust girls to check the oil.

Bugged by mosquitoes? Officials of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
say that so far the summer is shaping up 
as an average season for the parasitic 
pesls. 


"Last year mosquitoes were very light 


because of the Jack of moisture," Wilbur 
Mitchell, director of the abatement dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


"This year I'd bay it's been about me- 


dium. But if we get a couple more heavy 
rains like the one we had last week there 
will be a lot more, (mosquitoes) to worry 
about," he said. 


"Last year was our worst year, though 


it was probably your best year for not 
being bothered with mosquitoes," said 
Jim McDaniel, president of the Inter- 
national Exterminator Company in Elk 
Grove Village. 


McDaniel said this year's crop of mos- 


quitoes "really hasn't hit yet" but he 
predicted after last week's rain they 
would be out in force by the July 4th 
weekend. 


ABATEMENT DISTRICT trucks have 


been out spraying since April throughout 
the Northwest suburbs except in the vil- 
lages of Palatine and Sehaumburg. 


Those two communities have gone to 


court charging that the chemical used by 
the abatement district, a compound 
called Malathion, is harmful to other in- 
sects and that spraying is not an effec- 
tive means of mosquito, control 


Both Palatine and Sehaumburg have 


passed local ordinances prohibiting the 
Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
and everybody else from spraying Mala- 
thion within their borders. 


The abatement district has countered 


with its own suit charging that the vil- 
lage's interference hinders the effective- 
ness of an area wide abatement cam- 
paign. 


The conflicting charges will be the sub- 


ject of a court hearing Monday. 


"As far as we've been able to deter- 


mine from the evidence presented to us, 
it (Malathion) is one of th» safeest ch"m- 
icals we could be using," Mitchell said. 


McDaniel, whose company also uses 


Malathion, said he agreed with Mitchell 
that it is one of the safest abatement 
chemicals available to exterminators to- 
day. 


"OURS WAS THE first company in the 


area to start using Malathion," he said. 
"In fact we started using it before the 
abatement district." 


McDaniel said that this year for the 


first time, persons operating mosquito 
abatement sprayers must be licensed 
and certified by the state. 


According to Mitchell, the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District uses a two- 
pronged attack against the insect. A lar- 
val program concentrates on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where 
mosquitoes can breed. 


Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans are tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the east by 
the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs. 


"A mosquito can fly from five to 15 


miles with no sweat at all," Mitchell 
said, adding that "they don't respect vil- 
lage boundaries either."

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Would Mean $14.5 Million Aid Cain 
Urges Unit School District

Consolidation of 10 local duiil school 


districts into two unit districts could 
mean an annual gain of $M.5 million in 
state aid, according to a Northwest 
Educational Cooperative 
(NEC) con- 


sultant. 


Consultant Oscar Chute urged the nine 


NEC member districts to study the feasi- 
bility of unit district consolidation in a 
report issued Saturday, culminating a 
six-month study. The NEC members 
have taken Chute's proposal under ad- 
visement 


Chute was hired by the school district 


cooperative to streamline NEC's man- 
agement structure and to assist the dis- 
tricts in future planning. Clme is dean of 
academic affairs at the N itional College 
of Education in Evanston. 


If

place. Chute said, "the size and re- 
sources of the new districts would make 
NEC. us now constituted, unnecessary." 


NEC 
was organized in 
IStia by 10 


school districts to develop areawide pro- 
grams and solve mutual problems. The 
cooperative's major function is to admin- 
istrate

and government-sup- 


ported programs such as the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion and the data processing program. 
Current members include school districts 
15. 21. 23. 25. 26. S7. 39. 211 and 214. 


ALL OF THE NEC members have a 


dual district organization, or separation 
of elementary and high school grades. 
However, more than 90 per cent of the 
school districts in the nation have a unit 
district organization, or combination of 
elementary and high school grades 


In an attempt to establish statewide 


solidarity, the Illinois legislature has en- 
couraged unit district consolidation since 
1947 with a money bonus for all unit dis- 
tricts. Before World War It. Illinois had 
more school board members than school 
teachers in its more than 12,000 school 
districts. Since then, through local in- 
itiative and state encouragement, consol- 
idation has taken place until now there 
are fewer tlun 1.150 districts in the state. 


Dual districts have fought the state aid 


disparity, rewarding unit districts, in the 
legislature and now in the courts. Only 
one local district, Elk Grove Village Dist. 
5!), has taken n public stand for consoli- 
dation. The Dist. 59 school board has 
budgeted for a feasibility study of consol- 
idation of its elementary schools with one 
or more high schools. 


The remaining NEC districts have not 


committed themselves for or against unit 
district consolidation. According to Chute 
the major deterrents to consolidation 
have been, "a deeply ingrained belief in 
home rule; the high valued concept of 
the neighborhood school; the possible 
wounded egos of school board members 
and the loss of jobs of some superintend- 
ents." 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS attribute their 


caution in part to pending legislation. 
Some say they want to wait until the 
courts rule on the state aid disparity and 
the constitutionality of district reliance 
on property taxes. 


Chute pointed out the dual district liti- 


gation may change the entire tax base 
system for the support of schools. How- 
ever, he added, "there is enough promise 
in a careful examination of unit districts, 
that NEC should not postpone a study ol 
the advantages of unit district consoli- 
dation." 


The main advantage of consolidation, 


says Chute, is financial. This year High 
School Dist. 214 and its feeder districts 
(15, 21, 23, 25, 26, 57 and 59) received a 
total of $16,383,909 in state aid. As a unit 
district, he claims, these districts would 
have received $25,555, 703 in state aid. 


High School Dist. 211, continued Chute, 


and its feeder districts (15 and 54) re- 
ceived a total of $10,584,318 in state aid 
this year. As a unit district, the same 
districts would have received $13,578,063. 


In addition to the dollar benefit, Chute 


said consolidation would do away with 
present tax base inequalities. "Among

"CONSOLIDATION would permit the 


distribution of quality programs to all 
classrooms of the area," said Chute. 
"And additional income from the stale 
would enable the schools not only to 
maintain what they now afford, but in 
many instances to strengthen their offer- 
ings. It is not beyond the realm of possi- 
bility that school property taxes would go 
down." 


Another area of inequality cited by 


Chute is teachers' salaries. Salary settle- 
ments for the 1971-72 year, for example, 
range in total average salary increases 
between 3,9 (Dist. 57) and fi.8 (Dist. 59) 
per cent over last year's rates. In addi- 
tion, elementary school teachers are paid 
on a lower salary scale than high school 
teachers. This split in salary scales is 
found in only 10 per cent of the nation's 
school districts, said Chute. 


Other advantages of the unit system 


listed by Chute include: uniform board 
policies; single curriculum organization 
from kindergarten through grade 12; one 
central administration and a uniform lax 
rate.

Walker told the audience that he was

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Shell Is Alone In Credit Charge 


Shell Oil Co., clniming that its soon-to- 


De-initiated credit card policy is n boon 
to dealers, stands ntone among major oil 
companies 
in 
levying 
added 
credit 


charges. That situation, however, may 
change as the implications of Shell's ac- 
tion become clear. 


Shell's announcement of added charges 


for credit card purchases of gasoline fol- 
lowed a "survey of customer needs and 
requests from dealers," according to the 
company. 


The additional 1 per cent charge to be 


tacked on to a dealers' cost for Shell 
credit cards purchases is slated to go 
into effect July 1 said Frank H. Staub, 
Shell's vice president of marketing. An 
extra 2.2 per cent would be charged for 
gasoline purchases in which n credit 
card other than Shell's is used 


"Now we are making available to our 


customers and our dealers what we con- 
sider to be the best credit card package 
in the industry," Staub said. He said the 
added credit card costs actually involve 
a "sharing" relationship in which the 
dealers and Shell jointly foot the bill for 
handling credit card sales. 


The entire package plan should bring 


in so many new customers to Shell sta- 
tions that dealers should not have to pass 


the added credit card cost along to cus- 
tomers, Staub contends. The package in- 
cludes the elimination of a credit card 
listing procedure for dealers, saving the 
dealer an estimated 3 to 7 hours a week. 
Also, the dealer will draw new custom- 
ers, 
Staub says, 
as 
the maximum 


amount which can be charged for repairs 
and services will be held from $150 to 
$250; and the limit on accessories from 
$25 to $100 maximum. 


"DUIUNG THE last two weeks we 


have been telling our dealers about the 
new plan and they have given it ex- 
cellent acceptance," Staub continued. 
"This acceptance reflects the fact that 
the dealers themselves had requested 
most of the new benefits and services 
offered." 


Although no other major oil companies 


have yet moved in the same credit card 
direction in their credit card policies, 
area gasoline dealers fear such a whole- 
sale move will take place. According to 
Robert Jacobs, executive of the Illinois 
Gasoline Dealers 
Association, "Every 


other oil company will follow Shell." 


"What is the dealer going to do to 


make up for this loss? The public is com- 
ing to understand that the gasoline deal- 
er is not the richest guy in the world," 
Jacobs said. 


Cement Masons' Strike Is 
Halting Construction 


A work rule dispute between Cement 


Masons Local 502 and area contractor 
groups resulted in county-wide construc- 
tion shutdowns starting yesterday morn- 
ing. 


The Local 302 representatives unsuc- 


cessfully sought additional bargaining 
sessions last weekend, according to a 
union spokesman. He said the strike by 
the union's 2,400 members halted resi- 
dential, commercial, industrial, heavy 
construction and highway projects. 


The employer groups involved in the 


dispute are the Builders Association of 
Chicago, the Concrete Contractors of 
Greater Chicagoland and the Illinois 
Road Builders Association. Serving as 
the bargaining arm of these organiza- 
tions is the Mid-America Regional Bar- 
gaining Association (MARBA). 


William McCabe, MARBA executive, 


said his association offered the Local 502 
representatives an additional 53 cents an 
hour. This would bring the average work- 
er's wages to SI.024 an hour. 


THE 
PRINCIPAL point of dis- 


agreement is a flexible lunch hour, ac- 
cording to McCabe. He said union lead- 


ership is holding out for a lunch break 
between 12 and 12:30 p.m. While the con- 
tractor group seeks a lunch hour break 
for the same length of time, it would be 
taken between 11:30 a.m. and 1 p.m., ac- 
cording to the job schedule, McCabe 
said. 


The MARBA offer to the Chicago Dis- 


trict Council of Carpenters expired last 
night. A spokesman for this organization, 
covering Lake, Cook and DuPage coun- 
ties, said yesterday 
that negotiations 


were at an impasse. The contract offered 
to the carpenters would boost an average 
worker's pay from $8.65'z an hour to 
39.56^2 an hour. The contract was to be 
retroactive to June 1 if approveclby last 
night. A carpenter spokesman said a de- 
cision would be announced Tuesday on 
this offer. 


Members of Local 
2, International 


Union of Elevator Constructors, is par- 
ticipating in a nationwide strike. This af- 
fects a small number of suburban con- 
struction projects, according to McCabe. 
He said many external lift operators can 
fill this personnel gap. 


"When it goes into effect nationally, 


the gasoline dealers will be caught on the 
horns of a dilemma," said Jacobs, in- 
dicating thai dealers would have to pass 
tl>e added credit cost along to customers. 


A meeting was held last night in Chi- 


cago by the association, hoping to gain a 
consensus from area gas station dealers 
on the proposal. Jacobs indicated he ex- 
pected the meeting to draw approximate- 
ly 2,000 dealermcmbers in the Chicago 
metropolitan area, as well as non-mem- 
bers. 


Jacobs indicated earlier that member- 


ship is about "95 per cent militant" on 
tliis issue. He said competing dealers 
planned to attend last night's meeting to- 
gether, an indication of the opposition to 
the Shell plan. 


As the Shell credit card plan draws 


fire, the other major oil companies are 
standing pat on their credit card plans. 


A spokesman for the Standard Oil Co. 


said yesterday, "We are studying what 
Shell has done, but we are making no 
decision yel." He indicated that a major 
portion of Standard's gasoline sales in- 
volve the use of credit cards at a "sub- 
stantial cost" to the company. 


No new proposal on the credit card 


purchase charges is slated for area 
Cities Service Stations, reported a com- 
pany spokesman yesterday. He said any 
such decision would originate in the Tul- 
sa, Okla., office. 


A regional representative for Texaco 


said the "only thing I know is what I

read in the paper about Shell," adding 
that no company policy statement has 
been issued. 


"Humble Oil Co. (ENCO) has no plans 


so far for this type of thing," said a 
public relations representatife for the 
firm ir, its regional Oak Brook office. 


Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 


for Halts Oilgram, a daily petroleum in- 
dusf:'y publication, said yesterday that 
he knows of no major oil companies oth- 
er than Shell planning to initiate added 
credit card charges. "This is only a 
small part of the problem," according to 
Hugo. 


"THIS SMALL CHARGE would affect 


a dealer only if he is charging rock bot- 
tom prices for gasoline," Hugo said. A 
majority of Chicago metropolitan 
gas 


stations are taking a loss on their sales 
of gasoline as pump prices slip 3 to 9 
cents a gallon below the normal pump 
price, according to the industry expert. 
He said 40.4 cents a gallon is the normal 
gasoline pump price. 


When gas wars force the pump prices 


down, dealers usually assume 30 per cent 
of the loss and oil companies absorb 70 
per cent of the difference between nor- 
mal prices and the actual pump price. 


"There will probably be another at- 


tempt to get prices up to the normal lev- 
el over the July 4th weekend," predicted 
Hugo. "But it's the same old story that's 
been going on for the last two years. This 
will probably fail as the other moves did 
in the past," Hugo said.

by quizzing senators and bureaucrats 
and presidential advisers?" 


"That's worse than no exercise at all," 


he sighed. "No matter how svelte a ques- 
tion you ask a senator or a bureaucrat or 
a presidential adviser, the answer comes 
out puffy and bulbous. 


"THIS YKAK, to make matters worse, 


many of us have spent a lot of time in- 
terviewing presidential candidates. 


"If there is anyone who can turn

"I can see the problem," I said. "Are 


you saying that if Nixon began holding 
regular news conferences the questions 
would be less flabby?" 


"There wouldn't be a pudgy probe in 


the entire transcript," the correspondent 
assured me.

An alley with considerable charm and 


a bawdy past bisects Grant between 
Geary and Post streets Before becoming 
a genteel restaurant and shopping mall a 
few decades back, Maiden Lane (nee 
Morton Street) was the Barbary Coast's 
most lurid red-light district. 


TWO SHADOWED apertures open off 


the 200 block of Grant Campion Place

At Bush Street the avenue abruptly

Golden Gate Ferries Come Back 


SAN FRANCISCO — The arching or- 


ange Golden Gate Bridge is 35 years this 
year, and guess what — it's made a for- 
ward-leaping change with the times. 
Though to some it suggests backward. 


"Nowadays we're more interested in 


moving people than cars," says Dale 
Luehrlng, ex-Air Force colonel who's 
general manager of the autonomous 
Golden Gate Bridge, Highway and Trans- 
portation District.

lions and 10-foot-tall Taoisl deities cavort 
during the city's mid-winter Chinese New 
Year reveiry. 


The enclave's everyday street pageant- 


ry is carried on in almost equal parts by 
San Francisco's close to 70,000 citizens of 
Chinese ancestry and the more than a 
million tourists who pour through China- 
town every year. 


The latter come, camera-laden, to peer 


through the bamboo curtain which, after 
21 years, selms finally on the verge of 
opening. 


SHOULD TRADE be resumed with 


mainland China, the first trickle will 
surely surface in this oriental catch ba- 
sin. Chinatown's shops are 
crammed 


with wares, rare, fine and facsimile' art 
objects from old China; porcelains, furni- 
ture, fabrics and foodstuffs from Hong 
Kong and Taiwan; curios and trinkets, 
many of them of Japanese and U.S. ori- 
gin. 


It behooves sightseers to lift their eyes 


from the store windows from time to 
time, however. The roofscape of arched 
eaves, carved cornices and hligreed bal- 


versa. This it did at the rate of about 
9,000 a day, replacing the sometimes be- 
loved, sometimes accursed ferryboats 
The latter finally disappeared from the 
Bay in the 1950s. 


Now the bridge carries almost 100,000 


cars and trucks a day, (33 million last 
year), and district directors have been 
sweating hard to find alternate methods 
of channeling the flood.

Answers To Most Asked Questions

NEW YORK (NEA) - Doctors Victor 


floycc Syracuse and Ralph L. Dicker, 
who founded the New York Facial Plas- 
tic and Reconstructive Surgery Group, 
arc eminent surgeons who can speak 
with authority on their subject. 


Along with many other affiliations, Dr. 


Syracuse is emeritus clinical professor of 
ophthalmology, 
Now York 
Polyclinic 


Graduate Medical School, associate sur- 
geon of facial plastic surgery at French 
Hospital, N.Y., and instructor of facial 
plastic' surgery at Manhattan General 
Hospital for 18 years. 


Dr. Dicker is affiliated with the Ameri- 


can Academy of Facial Plastic and Re- 
constructive Surgery and founder mem- 
ber of the International Congress of Cos- 
motic Plastic Surgery, Rome. Both sur- 
geons are participating lecturers in In- 
ternational congresses of facial plastic 
surgery and have lectured and shown 
their original films of cosmetic 
tech- 


niques in Japan, Russia, East Africa, 
Italy, Ethiopia and Greece. They are 
well equipped to answer the .questions 
most asked about plastic surgery. And 
perhaps some of the things you have 
been curious about are answered here by 
them. 


Q — If I feel I need a nose lift, a face 


life and can only afford one of them, 
which should I do first" 


A — If you need a nose lift, that should 


be done first because it can make you 
look 10 years younger immediately. But 
you have lo talk it out with your physi- 
cian. Some people think they need nose 
correction and it isn't the nose that's 
wrong at all. It could be that the chin is 
the problem. Any correction of the nose 
is always clone in relation to the rest of 
the face.

anthropologist does, then we could say to 
the patient, 'Look, this is what you 
need.' " 


Q — At what age may a patient consid- 


er a face lift? 


A — at about 35. It's not too young 


when you think about what people are 
going through to get and keep their jobs. 
(A frightening commentary on our way 
of life.) 


Q — Is the operation painful? 
A — No. A bit uncomfortable, that's 


all. 


Q — Can the scars be seen? 
A — One cut is in the scalp and can't

be seen. The second is in front of the 
ears — fine stitches and no pull. It's done 
along the natural cheek grove and scars 
disappear after healing. Next is behind 
the ear. The fourth line hugs the ear 
halfway up and can barely be seen. 


Q — How long does the improved ap- 


pearance last? 


A — Five to 10 years. 


Q —Can the operation be repeated? 
A — Yes. The more times you have it 


done, the more permanent it becomes 
and the better it looks. You have only the 
original scars. Tension is on the muscles, 
not on the skin.

Q _ What is the average cost of a 


complete face lift? 


A — About $2,500. But a complete face 


lift is not usually necessary. The doctors 
do what they call "spot welding." (Popu- 
lar Mechanics must be their favorite 
reading matter,) 


Q — Can eye-lid surgery be performed 


along with a face lift? 


A — Yes, if the patient wants it. But 


doctors lon't favor it for the surgery 
lakes too long a time. 


Q — Can a woman change the shape of 


her eyes? 


A — Yes. Westerners seem to want 


slanty eyes. And Japanese want the 
Western look. Japanese doctors often re- 
move a piece of tissue at the corner and 
sew it up in reverse. 


Q _ what is the average cost of rhino- 


plasty (nasal surgery)? 


A — Approximately $750. Ten years 


•ago it was $550. But that's inflation for 
you. Food was cheaper then, too. 


The latest plastic surgery according to 


the doctors, will be making a whole ear. 
But even they concede that that will be a 
tough challenge. 


For a final note on appearance im- 


provement there is dermal abrasion. It is 
effective for fine wrinkles, pigmentation, 
acne scars. Mild cases need only one op- 
eration. Severe cases may need several. 


Sandpaper or steel wool is run up and 


down the skin to get fine particles off at 
a rapid rate. The skin is frozen first to 
ensure rigidity. It may sound awful, but 
the results are very rewarding. It takes 
only from 15 to 30 minutes to do a whole 
face. The procedure is not painful. There 
is only mild post-operative pain and no 
makeup can be used for two weeks. The 
crust on the face can be removed with 
soap and water and lubricants. It costs 
$400-$500 and it's about two weeks before 
you look presentable.

NEW YORK (UP1) - If a railroad ran 


freight cars through a furniture store 
you'd think it would generate a hefty 
lawsuit or at leat complaints. Burlington 
Northern Inc. of St. Paul, Minn., does it 
frequently and gets only compliments 
and new business. 


Two years ago Wickes Corp., a furni- 


ture company headquartered in Saginaw, 
Mich., got excited about the marketing 
concept of doing volume business out of 
a huge showroom-warehouse. 


It found a desirable site near Min- 


neapolis at Burlington's Fridley Industri- 
al Park. Even though the idea was un- 
tested. Burlington took a chance and sold 
the company nine acres. Wickes built 
what it says is the largest retail furni- 
ture store in the Midwest. It has 246 
showrooms and is so big that freight cars 
of merchandise are unloaded on a track 
that runs right Into the showroom-ware- 
house. In the first 40 days of operation 
the mammoth store grossed $1 million. 


THIS ABILITY to attract business ven- 


tures to areas along its 26,000 milies of 
track is one reason BNI's locomotives 
and freight cars running into 19 states 
and two Canadian provinces are busy 
and profitable while other railroads with- 
er. 


Burlington, the longest line in the na- 


tion and a land holder second only to the 
U.S. government, reported a consolidated 
net income of $7.04 million, or 34 cents 
per share, for the first quarter. That 
compares with $1.75 million, or 11 cents 
per share, for the same quarter in 1971. 
Louis W. Menk, chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer, is bullish about his in- 
dustry. He sees a 50 per cent increase in 
railroad revenues this decade. 


Why is Burlington healthy when many 


lines arc ailing? 


"We're becoming more and more in- 


novative and able to take business away, 
from the truckers," explained: Menk. 
"We're continually going after com- 
panies." 


During the last two years 854 firms 


have located facilities along Burlington 
roadways and 404 others are expanding 
existing facilities. Additions in 1971 alone 
mount an additional 114,700 carloads of 
frieght annually, the stuff of which profit 
margin is made. As an attraction to busi- 
ness, the carrier has developed 41 indus- 
trial parks in 11 states. Thirty already 
have plants. 


BURLINGTON'S capital spending pro- 


gram for 1972 is $172 million, and it is 
hungrily searching for new business to 
keep its 2,000 locomotives and 123,000 
freight cars rolling full speed in a qua- 
drant ranging westward from Chicago-St. 
Paul to the Seattle area and south- 
westward to Texas. Chief searcher is 
George F. Defiels, vice president in 
charge of Industrial and Economic De- 
velopment. 


"We have 21,000 acres of prime indus- 


trial sites owne<l and served by Bur- 
lington Northern," said Defiels. And he 
leaves no doubt that his mission in life is 
to fill up every one of those acres with 
potential freight customers. 


Perhaps nothing indicates as strongly 


how important Menk feels his industrial 
development department is to the com- 
pany as a remark he made a year ago at 
a meeting in St. Louis. 


"Give me a young man who is person- 


able, bright, knowledgeable, trustworthy, 
aggressive, wise, who keeps his ear to 
the ground, nose to the grindstone and 
shoulder to the wheel," said Menk, "and 
I'll put him in the Industrial and Eco- 
nomic Development department"

A source of retirement income that lets 


you draw on your capital, while keeping 
it intact — or nearly so? The systematic 
withdrawal programs now offered by 
most mutual funds have shaped up that 
way over the past 10 years, a study of 
163 such programs shows. 


You can't of course, make excessive 


demands on your capital if you don't 
want to see it dwindle. This study as- 
sumed the investor received a $50 check 
monthly from the fund, against a $10,000 
investment in shares, beginning at the 
outset of 19>j2 — $600 a year, or six per 
cent of the principal. 


In the median fund 10 years later, at 


the end of 1971. the investor would still 
have had $9.157 worth of share in his ac- 
count — "invading" his capital to the ex- 
tent of only $833 to produce monthly in- 
come totaling $6,000. 


THEKE IS, as usual, a catch in any- 


thing that sounds as good as this. It isn't 
a sure thing. As is always the case when 
you invest in common stocks — cither 
directly or via mutual funds — the risk 
of market declines is a factor. True, the 
1962-71 decade was the mutual funds' 
worst since the depression of the 30s, en- 
compassing three major slumps, but 
there's no lifetime guarantee against 
even longer and lower declines. 


In addition, there's the possibility of 


picking the wrong fund. The figures giv- 
en above are for the median or middle 
fund of 163 (those covered by complete 
10-year data; in a tabulation of with- 
drawal program results by FundScopc, a 
monthly fund guirle published in Los An- 
geles. So while half the funds agave even 
better results than the median, the other 
half showed inferior performance. 


There are remarkably few clunkers on 


the list, though. In only six of the funds 


would an investor have had less than 
$5,000 of his capital remaining, and in 
about 80 per cent of them (128 funds), 
he'd 
have had $7,500 or more at the end 


of the 10 years. In 67 of them, the origi- 
nal investment of $10,000 — or more — 
would have remained intact. The "or 
more" ranged upward to a build-up of 
$2.3,618 worth of share in one fund, after 
income payments totaling $6,230. 


A WITHDRAWAL program gives you a 


chance to "have your cake and eat it" 
because your invested capital, less only 
your monthly payment, remains at work, 
appreniating enough (if you're fortunate) 
to keep up with or even pull ahead of the 
withdrawals for your income checks. 


Systematic withdrawal plans are rela- 


tively new, and haven't yet met some of 
the tests of time. Most fund managers 
will caution that they aren't for every- 
one. A minimum investment in shares is 
required — typically $10,000, but as little 
as S5.000 in some funds. 


Most programs provide fixed-amount 


payments; for example, $50 a month 
when the value of shares owned is 
$10,000. A minority of the programs offer 
the option of variable payments, geared 
to the value of the shares. They're based 
either on liquidating a certain number of 
shares for each payment (thus, if share 
value increases, payments get larger), 
or on a certain percentage of total share 
value. If the original $10,000 worth of 
shares appreciated in value to $12,000, 
monthly payments would rise from $50 to 
SOI). 


In any case, you own the shares unre- 


strictedly and have full control. You can 
always sell out if you think the market 
omens are bad, and slick your money in 
the bank or buy bonds.

The problem's of small banks in small

In its monthly re- 
view, Business Conditions, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago assesses the di- 
lemma of rural banks that are con- 
fronted with rapidly expanding demands 
for credit and lagging local deposits.

If Yard Small., Attic Lacking 


Room to grow in is limited for most 


urban homeowners. Lot sizes and house 
floor plans often eliminate possibilities of 
tacking an addition on the side Founda- 
tions generally won't support another 
level added on top of the existing one. 


Yet, as families grow, what can be 


done short of moving? Architect Clovis 
Heimsath, of Houston, Tex designed an 
imaginative plan that eases the squeeze 
with a two-level "flying dormer" that 
provides play and study areas, as well as 
sleeping quarters for youngsters.

Upstairs, the first level's builtin beds 


sleep children dormitory style. Desks are 
built into a storage/study wall that has 


many shelves and drawers for all the 
treasures kids accumulate 


Above the study/sleeping area, the 


playloft is reached by a window ladder, 
where today's kids, living in a contempo- 
rary house, get all the "attic fun" of an 
earlier generation 


Solid western wood is used throughout, 


because it can take all the abuse chil- 
dren can dish out, while creating a pleas- 
ant environment for active living. 


The bold exterior is sided in western 


wood rough-say tongue-and-groove sid- 
ing. One of the beauties of this exterior is 
its ability to complement the other ex- 
terior materials of a home — brick, 
stucco or more wood siding. Upkeep is 
minimal indoors and out. 


In the architect's plan, access to the 


flying dormer is provided by a stairway

THE SADDEST THING about losing a 


kid like Doug Linclboi'g is that there act- 
so few like him 


That's the thought that had to be going 


through the minds of the Lindberg family 
and his friends during the wake for Dong 
Sunday. One cannot help but wonder, 
simply, why? Of all people, why someone 
like Doug Lmtlberg? 


The story of this tragedy is one of al- 


most unbelievable storybook Iwoism. 
Right in our backyard — Palatine's Lake 
Louise, to be exact — a death occurred 
that was as sad as those of any of the 
thousands who have lost their lives be- 
fore the bloom of their manhood on 
southeast Asian soil. 


Young Limlberg. only IB years old, loft 


us just as much a martyr as the most 
heroic 
Vietnam war 
casualties. 
He 


passed away in a manner that was typi- 
cal of him — totally unselfishly, thinking 
only of others without a thought for him- 
self. 


He died to save two children. The loss 


to the Lmdbergs and to Palatine is a loss 
to all of us — even those who never knew 
this quiet youngster — because he was a 
real rarity anywhere, at any age. 


The name might he familiar to area 


track fans because Lindberg and his old- 
er brother Phil were members of the 
Palatine High School track team. Doug 
was a promising sophomore pole vaulter 
who also showed potential in the hurdles 
and high jump Phil was one of the top

KAREN WAS UNAWARE of the con-

Since there 
were no outgoing flights, she stayed, just 
eight hours away from bombing in other 
towns, and by the time planes were mov- 
ing again, there was no need to leave the 
country. 


She says the war really didn't affect 


her life in India at all, except that her 
family lived in blackout so as not to at- 


tract the attention of bombers. Most dis- 
turbing to her about the war were the 
lies over the radio. 


"So much was kept back," she says, 


"and so much was reported just to let 
the other side keep face." For instance, 
the Voice of America inaccurately re- 
ported that a bridge two miles from her 
home was in flames, but the report had 
been made by the Pakistanis to placate 
their own people. 


She was most often questioned about 


American politics, and Karen was sur-

fielding questions from the girls, who in- 
dividually would ask her if she had a 
boyfriend, and what it was like to kiss a 
boy. 


Of all Indian customs Karen had the 


hardest time accepting parentally 
ar- 


ranged marriages, but the Indians point- 
ed to America's divorce rate as the fail- 
ure of 'the American way. Indian wed- 
dings however, are gala affairs, she 
says, and Karen was fascinated by the 
three days of celebration and ritual in 
the Hindu ceremony. 


Being alone in India meant for Karen, 


"there was no one to run and tell if you 
had a problem. I feel I can do anything 
now. I was on my own and had to meet 
people and make them accept me." 


Heartwarming moments she will al- 


ways remember 
include teaching a 


young girl on the train to write her 
name. The youngster's mother, in awe of 
such learning, which is associated with 
the rich, told Karen, "Take her back to 
your Holy Land."

nized during the summer. Hall noted 
families unable to pay for immunization 
could come to one of the eight Cook 
County Public Health clinics which will 
be open throughout the summer. 


Martwick stated the School Code clear- 


ly requires physical examinations and 
added that school administrators are re- 
quired to enforce it. Prior to school en- 


trance, proof of physical examination and 
immunization shots must be given.

Bugged by mosquitoes? Officials of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
say that so far the summer is shaping up 
as an average season for the parasitic 
pests. 


"Last year mosquitoes were very light 


because of the lack of moisture," Wilbur 
Mitchell, director of the abatement dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


"This year I'd say it's been about me- 


dium. But if we get a couple more heavy 
rains like the one we had last week there 
will be a lot more (mosquitoes) to worry 
about," he said. 


"Last year was our worst year, though 


it was probably your best year for not 
being bothered with mosquitoes," said 
Jim McDaniel, president of the Inter- 
national Exterminator Company in Elk

ness of an area wide abatement cam- 
paign. 


The conflicting charges will be the sub- 


ject of a court hearing Monday. 


"As far as we've been able to deter- 


mine from the evidence presented to us, 
it (Malathion) is one of the safeest chem- 
icals we could be using," Mitchell said. 


McDaniel, whose company also uses 


Malathion, said he agreed with Mitchell 
that it is one of the safest abatement 
chemicals available to exterminators to- 
day. 


"OURS WAS THE first company in the 


area to start using Malathion," he said. 
"In fact we started using it before the 
abatement district." 


McDaniel said that this year for the 


first time, persons operating mosquito 
abatement sprayers must be licensed 
and certified by the state. 


According to Mitchell, the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District uses a two- 
pronged attack against the insect. A lar- 
val program concentrates on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where

Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans ,ire tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the east by 
the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs. 


"A mosquito can fly from five to 15 


miles with no sweat at all," Mitchell 
said, adding that "they don't respect vil- 
lage boundaries either." 


Mosquito eggs can hatch within 24 


hours after a heavy rain and grow to 
adult-size in seven to 10 days, Mitchell 
said.

Martwick stated the School Code clear- 


ly requires physical examinations and 
added that school administrators are re- 
quired to enforce it. Prior to school en- 


trance, proof of physical examination and 
immunization shots must be given.

school administrators are allowing chil- 
dren into school and letting them remain 
in school, despite the fact no proof of 
immunization is on record. 


According to Hall, 90 per cent of the

Beginning with the fall semester, all 


school administrators will be asked to 
keep youngsters without proper immuni- 
zation records out of school. If within 
three days, a parent does not present 
proper physical examination and immu- 
nization records, that youngster may be 
declared truant. On this basis, parents 
could be called to Circuit Court of Cook 
County for failure to comply with the 
compulsory attendance section of the Illi- 
nois School Code (Article 26-1).

A lar- 
val program concentrates on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where 
mosquitoes can breed. 


Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans are tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the east by 
the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs.

15's first step in cooperating with Cook 
County school superintendent Richard 
Martwick'.s crackdown on parents who 
have not had their children inoculated 
and school administrators who Martwick 
said have been lax m enforcing the 
state's immunization law. 


Dist. 15 Supt. Frank Whiteley said per- 


sonnel are "starting a search through the 
health records now" to learn who is not 
in compliance with the immunization law 
that requires every child entering school 
for the first time to be inoculated against 
measles, rubella (German measles), tet- 
anus and diphtheria. 


"After we have completed the search 


of the records," Whiteley said, "we will 
write to the parents (whose children 
have incomplete immunization records) 
and encourage them to use the summer 
months" to get the necessary shots. 


WHITELEY SAID without the records 


check it is impossible to know how many 
parents have enrolled their children 
without complete compliance with the 
immunization law, He said the .search 
probably will turn up some incomplete 
records. 


When students new to Dist. 15 enter in 


the fall, the district will conduct a sim- 
ilar study of their health records, White- 
ley said. 


When the record search is completed 


he will "submit to the county (school) 
office a list of children whose records 
are incomplete and who don't have the 


proper immunization." 


In a press conference last week Marl- 


wick said children would be sent home 
from school in the fall if their health 
records do not verify complete com- 
pliance with immunization regulations. 


When three days elapse, the children 


would be designated truant, and their 
parents would be brought into court to 
answer charges, Martwick said. 


Asked about the district's role in press- 


ing charges, Whiteley said, "That's a 
good question. I wish I had an answer." 


He added, "How the law is enforced 


will probably depend on his (Martwick's) 
office." 


Whileley said the district "tries very 


hard to keep health records up to date in 
compliance with the state code." 


MARTWICK'S NEW vigilance in this 


area, which Whiteley 
said he 
first 


learned about in April, presumably is re- 
lated to what the county superintendent 
called an outbreak of measles in subur- 
ban schools this past year that "could 
have been an epidemic." 


The number of cases of red measles 


reported by the health departments of 
suburban schools reportedly went from 
179 in 1970-71 to 380 in 1971-72. 


Parents Face Immunization Crackdown 


Parents who send their children to 


school 
without 
proper 
immunization 


shots may find themselves in court this 
fall, according to a crackdown procedure 
announced by Cook County School Sup- 
erintendent, Richard J. Martwick. 


Martwick said he and Dr. John'Hall, 


director of the Cook County Department 
of Public Health, are attempting to avoid 
duplication of the measles outbreak that 
erupted in suburban schools earlier this 
month. 


Both Martwick and Hall urged parents 


to get their youngsters properly immu- 
nized during the summer. Hall noted 


families unable to pay for immunization 
could come to one of the eight Cook 
County Public Health clinics which will 
be open throughout the summer. 


Martwick stated the School Code clear- 


ly requires physical examinations and 
added that school administrators are re- 
quired to enforce it. Prior to school en- 
trance, proof of physical examination and 
immunization shots must be given. 


ACCORDING . TO Martwick, 
many 


school administrators are allowing chil- 
dren into school and letting them remain 
in school, despite the fact no proof ,of 
immunization is on record. 


According to Hall, 90 per cent of the 


youngsters who contracted measles in 
the latest outbreak had not been in- 
oculated- 


Beginning with the fall semester, all 


school administrators will be asked to 
keep 'youngsters without proper immuni- 
zation records out of school. If within 
three days, a parent does not present 
proper physical examination and immu- 
nization records, that youngster may be 
declared truant. On this basis, parents 
could be called to Circuit Court of Cook 
County for failure to comply with the 
compulsory attendance section of the Illi- 
nois School Code (Article 26-1). 


Red measles, medically called rubeola, 


is the disease in question. It is commonly 
known as regular, or hard, measles. 


Although the number of cases of red 


measles doubled, according to Mart- 
wick's statistics, Whileley said there was 
not "an inordinate number of measles 
cases in Disl. 15." 


Parents can have their children in- 


oculated by a family doctor or at subur- 
ban clinics operated by the county health 
department. 


Locally, there is a clinic in Schaumburg 


at St. Peter's Lutheran Church and one 
in Des Plaines at Westminster Presby- 
terian Church.

Incorporation Amendment To Be Filed °»vss Little Rock 


Legislation that would allow Prospect 


Heights to incorporate despite objections 
of surrounding municipalities 
may 
be 


considered by the Illinois Senate. 


State Sen. John W Carroll, R-Park 


Ridge, intends to introduce an amend- 
ment that v/ould permit an unincorpo- 
rated area of more than 7,500 residents 
lo incorporate without approval of neigh- 
boring municipalities. The proposed city 
of Prospect Heights has 
10,000 people, 


according to the 1070 census. 


The amendment has been written at 


the urging of the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Association fPHIA), accord- 
ing to Jack Gilligan, PHIA incorporation 
chairman. An incorporation petition filed 
by PIIIA last year was turned down be- 
cause Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
objected. 


CARROLL PROPOSES to tack the 


amendment onto House Bill ;i74(i dealing 
with annexation and fire protection dis- 
tricts. The bill is currently past the 
amending stage, but Carroll said the 
bill's sponsor has agreed to permit pro- 
posal of the amendment. 


Addition of the amendment must be 


approved by a majority of the Senate. If 
the Senate then approves the bill with 


the amendment, the issue must return to 
the House, which approved the original 
bill. 


Carroll said yesterday he didn't know 


if he would be able to propose the 
amendment before the end of the legisla- 
tive session, which may be this week. He 
also said he was not optimistic about the 
amendment's passage since there are ob- 
jections to the legislation. 


State Sen. Phil Rock, D-Chicago, spon- 


sor of House Bill 3746, objects to the 
amendment, according to Carroll. lie 
said the Illinois Municipal League has 
also raised objections. 


Mount Prospect officials also protest 


the legislation. Village Mg>r. Robert Ep- 
pley said yesterday ho sent a telegram to 
Sen. John Graham, R-Barrington, urging 
him not to vote for addition of the 
amendment. 


"WE OBJECT BECAUSE the amend- 


ment would remove the requirement that 
a neighboring municipality can object to 
incorporation," Eppley said. Mount Pros- 
pect did not officially object to last 
year's incorporation attempt. • 


Wheeling officials have not yet regis- 


tered objections to the amendment. But 


Michael Valenza, Wheeling trustee, said 
yesterday, "We would still object to it 
whether it was 7,500 or 2,500." He said 
Wheeling would rather annex the unin- 
corporated area than permit it to become 
a city. 


Gilligan said the amendment "is not a 


blatant attempt, lo change the law, but to 
correct the legislation." There arc con- 
flicting state statutes on the matter of 
incorporation, he sadd. Carroll's amend- 
ment would still permit municipalities 
within one mile to object to incorporation 
involving less than 7,500 people. 


Despite legislation attemps, Gilligan 


said the PHIA plans to go "full steam 
ahead" wilh its appeal of last year's 
court decision. PHIA has appealed the 
decision on the grounds that an area with 
pects a court date to be set within 30 
a population of more than 7,500 doesn't 
need the permission of surrounding mu- 
nicipalities to incorporate. Gilligan ex- 
days. 


Gilligan said both Arlington Heights 


and Mount Prospect officials are amen- 
able to incorporation if certain bound- 
ary changes are made. He said Wheeling 
village officials still refuse to meet with 
PHIA representatives.

An extensive street resurfacing pro- 


gram is scheduled to start tomorrow in 
Rolling Meadows. 


City 
Public 
Works

McFeggan said the work is being done 
by Cutler Repaving Co.. the same com- 
pany that did the city's resurfacing work 
last summer, and he had not been in- 
formed yet of what streets the company 
would start on. 


"No streets will be closed (during the 


resurfacing program) and the traffic will 
be kept 
rolling 
pretty good." said 


McFeggan. Curtailments on parking are 
expected to be minimal. 


The total resurfacing program will cost 


the city $170.000. The cost includes street 
repairs, which will consist primarily of 
binding a new coat of asphalt to the old 
surface, and extensive curb replacement, 
according to McFeggan. 


The resurfacing program is being fi- 


nanced by the city from motor fuel tax 
rebates from the state. Even though the 
money belongs to the city, the project 
had to be approved by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Works and Buildings 
before it could start. 


The streets scheduled for repair this 


summer are mostly located north of Cen- 
tral Road and east of Owl Drive. They 
include: Owl Drive, from Sigwalt to Cen- 
tral: Linden Lane, from Central to 
Birch: Dove Street 
from 
Grouse to 


Hawk; Meadow Drive from Campbell to 
St. James and along St. James to Wilke; 
South Street from Dove to Meadow 
where South becomes School Drive and 
along School to Campbell; Tollview and 
Newport Drives: Flicker Lane, from 
Campbell to Fremont; Fremont Street 
from Rohlwmg to Cardinal; Swan Lane; 
St James: and Industrial Avenue. 


AT THE SAME TIME the street resur- 


facing program is being conducted, the 
city will be completing its sidewalk re- 
pair project started last summer. 


Repair crews have completed the side- 


walk repair on Jay Lane and are now 
working on Bluebird Lane, according to 
McFeggan. A total of 6,800 feet of side- 
walk on Jay and Bluebird Lanes between 
Hawk and Grouse Lanes are slated to be 
pulled out and replaced. 


Sidewalks in Plum Grove Hills will be 


replaced next and then the crews will 
move to Waverly Park. Plum Grove Hills 
is expected to be a big task since the 
sidewalks along Magnolia Drive have tilt- 
ed through years of settlement. 


In the Waverly Park area the side- 


walks to be repaired have not been de- 
termined yet, according to McFeggan. 
He said the decision would be made by 
simply walking over the sidewalks in the 
area and seeing which ones are in the 
greatest need of repair. 


A total of 25,000 square feet of new side- 


walks are expected to be poured. McFeg- 
gan said the old walks will be torn out, 
the land we'll be regraded and new walks 
will be poured. 


BOTH THE SIDEWALK and street re- 


pair programs are expected to be com- 
pleted by early August, according to 
McFeggan. 


A possible strike by the 1,700 member 


cement masons' union could delay the 
sidewalk repair project, said McFeggan. 
The cement masons' union voted to go on 


strike yesterday but said there would be 
no work stoppages until the union has 
received approval from other construc- 
tion unions in a meeting scheduled for 
today. 


The sidewalk repair project was origi- 


nally scheduled to be completed last 
summer but was delayed because a 1970 
strike pushed 1970 work into 1971.

phone tip that LaPlaca had the weapon 
that was used to kill George Jayne.

Mosquitos May Drive Area Buggy 


by KURT BAER 


Bugged by mosquitoes? Officials of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
say that so far the summer is shaping up 
as an average season for the parasitic 
pests. 


"Last year mosquitoes were very light 


because of the lack of moisture," Wilbur 
Mitchell, director of the abatement dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


"This year I'd say it's been about me- 


dium. But if we get a couple more heavy 
rains like the one we had last week there 
will be a lot more (mosquitoes) to worry 
about," he said. 


"Last year was our worst year, though 


it was probably your best year for not 
being bothered with mosquitoes," said 
Jim McDaniel, president of the Inter- 
national Exterminator Company in Elk 
Grove Village. 


McDaniel said this year's crop of mos- 


quitoes "really hasn't hit yet" but he 
predicted after last week's rain they 
would be out in force by the July 4th 
weekend. 


ABATEMENT DISTRICT trucks have 


been out spraying since April throughout 
the Northwest suburbs except in the vil- 
lages of Palatine and Schaumburg. 


Those tWo communities have gone to 


court charging that the chemical used by 
the abatement district, a compound 
called Malathion, is harmful to other in- 
sects and that spraying is not an effec- 
tive means of mosquito control. 


Both Palatine and Schaumburg have 


passed local ordinances prohibiting the 
Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
and everybody else from spraying Mala- 
thion within their borders. 


The abatement district has countered 


with its own suit charging that the vil- 
lage's interference hinders the effective- 
ness of an area wide abatement cam- 
paign. 


The conflicting charges will be the sub- 


ject of a court hearing Monday. 


"As far as we've been able to deter- 


mine from the evidence presented to us, 
it (Malathion) is one of the safeest chem- 
icals we could be using," Mitchell said. 


MeDaniel, whose company also uses 


Malathion, said he agreed with Mitchell 
that it is one of the safest abatement 
chemicals available to exterminators to- 
day. 


"OURS WAS THE first company in the 


area to start using Malathion," he said. 
"In fact we started using it before the 
abatement district." 


McDaniel said that this year for the 


first time, persons operating mosquito 


abatement sprayers must be licensed 
and certified by the state. 


According to Mitchell, the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District uses a two- 
pronged attack against the insect. A lar- 
val program concentrates _ on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where 
mosquitoes can breed. 


Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans are tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the e'ast by 
the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs. 


"A mosquito can fly from five to 15 


miles with no sweat at all," Mitchell 
said, adding that "they don't respect vil- 
lage boundaries either." 


Mosquito eggs can hatch within 24 


hours after a heavy rain and grow to 
adult-size in seven to 10 days, Mitchell 
said.

15's first step in cooperating with Cook 
County school superintendent Richard 
Martwiek's crackdown on parents who 
have not had their children inoculated 
and school administrators who Martwick 
said have been lax in enforcing the 
state's immunization law. 


Dist. 15 Supt. Frank Whitelcy said per- 


sonnel are "starting a search through the 
health records now" to learn who is not 
in compliance with the immunization law 
that requires every child entering school 
for the first time to be inoculated against 
measles, rubella (German measles), tet- 
anus and diphtheria. 


"After we have completed the search 


of the records," Whitelcy said, "we will 
write to the parents (whose children 
have incomplete immunization records) 
and encourage them to use the summer 
months" to get the necessary shots. 


WHITELEY SAID without the records 


check it is impossible to know how many 
parents have enrolled their children 
without complete compliance with the 
immunization law. He said the search 
probably will turn up some incomplete 
records. 


When students new to Dist. 15 enter in 


the fall, the district will conduct a sim- 
ilar study of their health records, White- 
ley said. 


When the record search is completed 


he will "submit to the county (school) 
office a list of children whose records 
are incomplete and who don't have the 


proper immunisation." 


In a press conference last week Mart- 


wick said children would be sent home 
from school in the fall if their health 
records do not verify complete com- 
pliance with immunization regulations. 


When three days elapse, the children 


would be designated truant, and their 
parents would be brought into court to 
answer charges, Martwick said. 


Asked about the district's role in press- 


ing charges, Whiteley said, "That's a 
good question. I wish I had an answer." 


He added, "How the law is enforced 


will probably depend on his (Martwiek's) 
office." 


Whiteley said the district "tries very 


hard to keep health records up to date in 
compliance with the state code." 


MARTWICK'S NEW vigilance in this 


area, which Whileley said he first 
learned about in April, presumably is re- 
lated to what the county superintendent 
called an outbreak of measles in subur- 
ban schools this past year that "could 
have been an epidemic." 


The number of cases of red measles 


reported by the health departments of 
suburban schools reportedly went from 
179 in 1970-71 to 380 in 1971-72. 


Parents Face Immunization Crackdown 


Parents who send their children to 


school 
without 
proper immunization 


shots may find themselves in court this 
fall, according to a crackdown procedure 
announced by Cook County School Sup- 
erintendent, Richard J. Martwick. 


Martwick said he and Dr. John Hall, 


director of the Cook County Department 
of Public Health, are attempting to avoid 
duplication of the measles outbreak that 
erupted in suburban schools earlier this 
month. 


Both Martwick and Hall urged parents 


to get their youngsters properly immu- 
nized during the summer. Hall noted 


families unable to pay for immunization 
could come to one of the eight Cook 
County Public Health clinics which will 
be open throughout the summer. 


Martwick stated the School Code clear- 


ly requires physical examinations and 
added that school administrators are re- 
quired to enforce it. Prior to school en- 
trance, proof of physical examination and 
immunization shots must be given. 


ACCORDING 
TO Martwick, 
many 


school administrators are allowing chil- 
dren into school and letting them remain 
in school, despite the fact no proof of 
immunization is on record. 


According to Hall, 90 per cent of the 


youngsters who contracted measles in 
the latest outbreak had not • been 
in- 


oculated 


Beginning with the fall semester, all 


school administrators will be asked to 
keep youngsters without proper immuni- 
zation records out of school. If within 
three days, a parent does not present 
proper physical examination and immu- 
nization records, that youngster may be 
declared truant. On this basis, parents 
could be called to Circuit Court of Cook 
County for failure to comply with the 
compulsory attendance section of the Illi- 
nois School Code (Article 26-1). 


Red measles, medically called rubeola, 


is the disease in question. It is commonly 
known as regular, or hard, measles. 


Although the number of cases of red 


measles doubled, according to Mart- 
wick's statistics, Whiteley said there was 
not "an inordinate number of measles 
cases in Dist. 15." 


Parents can have their children in- 


oculated by a family doctor or at subur- 
ban clinics operated by the county health 
department. 


Locally, there is a clinic in Schaumburg 


at St. Peter's Lutheran Church and one 
in Des Plaines at Westminster Presby 
terian Church.

Incorporation Law Change Sought 


Legislation that would allow Prospect 


Heights to incorporate despite objections 
of surrounding municipalities may 
be 


considered by the Illinois Senate. 


State Sen. John W. Carroll, R-Park 


Ridge, intends to introduce an amend- 
ment that would permit an unincorpo- 
rated area of more than 7,500 residents 
to incorporate without approval of neigh- 
boring municipalities. The proposed city 
of Prospect Heights has 10,000 people, 
according to the 1970 census. 


The amendment has been written at 


the urging of the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Association (PHIA), accord- 
ing to Jack Gilligan, PHIA incorporation 
chairman. An incorporation petition filed 
by PHIA last year was turned down be- 
cause Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
objected. 


CARROLL PROPOSES to tack the 


amendment onto House Bill 3746 dealing 
with annexation and fire protection dis- 
tricts, The bill is currently past the 
amending stage, but Carroll said the 
bill's sponsor has agreed to permit pro- 
posal of the amendment. 


Addition of the amendment must be 


approved by a majority of the Senate. If 
the Senate then approves the bill with 
the amendment, the issue must return to 
the House, which approved the original 
bill. 


Carroll said yesterday he didn't know 


if he would be able to propose the 
amendment before the end of the legisla- 
tive session, which may be this week. He 
also said he was not optimistic about the 
amendment's passage since there are ob- 
jections to the legislation. 


State Sen. Phil Rock, D-Chicago, spon- 


sor of House Bill 3746, objects to the 
amendment, according to Carroll. He 
said the Illinois Municipal League has 
also raised objections. 


Mount Prospect officials also protest 


the legislation. Village Mgr. Robert Ep- 
pley said yesterday he sent a telegram to 
Sen. John Graham, R-Barrington, urging 
him not to vote for addition of the 
amendment. 


"WE OBJECT BECAUSE the amend- 


ment would remove the requirement that 
a neighboring municipality can object to 
incorporation," Eppley said. Mount Pros- 
pect did not officially object to last 
year's incorporation attempt. 


Wheeling officials have not yet regis- 


tered objections to the amendment. But 
Michael Valenza, Wheeling trustee, said 
yesterday, "We would still object to it 
whether it was 7,500 or 2,500." He said 
Wheeling would rather annex the unin- 
corporated area than permit it to become 
a city. 


Gilligan said the amendment "is not a 


blatant attempt to change the law, but to 
correct the legislation.'.' There are con- 
flicting state statutes on the matter of 
incorporation, he said. Carroll's amend- 
ment would still permit municipalities 
within one mile to object to incorporation 
involving less than 7,500 people. 


Despite legislation attemps, Gilligan 


said the PHIA plans to go "full steam 
ahead" with its appeal of last year's 
court decision. PHIA has appealed the 


decision on the grounds that an area with 
pects a court date to be set within 30 
a population of more than 7,500 doesn't 
need the permission of surrounding mu- 
nicipalities to incorporate. Gilligan ex- 
days. 


Gilligan said both Arlington Heights 


and Mount Prospect officials are amen- 
able to incorporation if certain bound- 
ary changes are -made.

Probe Arson In Briarwood Fire 


Cook County Sheriff's Police and offi' 


cials of the state fire marshal's office 
are investigating the possibility of arson 
in the Sunday fire that caused an esti- 
mated $40,000 damage to a home in the 
Lake Briarwood subdivision, southwest 
of Mount Prospect. 


According to the Mount Prospect Fire 


Department, there was little firemen 
could do to save tlhe contents of the 
home. The interior was gutted when they 
arrived. The .alarm was sounded at 4:42 
a.m. 


The home at 2807 Briarwood Dr. West 


was unoccupied at the time. The owner, 
Bob Johnson, was on vacation. 


A sheriff's police investigator yester- 


day said that he was "99 per cent sure 
the cause was arson." Samples of mate- 
rials that may have been used to spread 
the fire are being examined by the fire 
marshal's office. 


"There were no signs of burglary," the 


investigator said. He indicated this was 
unusual in such a case, as most of the 
damage to the $75,000 home was confined 
to the interior. 


Rather, he said, they found "certain 


damage" such as slashed furniture and 
paint sprayed over the walls. 


"With the owner staying he knows of no 


enemies who would do such a thing (the 
arson), this leaves it open to vandalism," 
the investigator said.

Mosquitoes May Drive Area Buggy 


by KURT BAER 


Bugged by mosquitoes? Officials of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
say that so far the summer is shaping up 
as an average season for the parasitic 
pests. 


"Last year mosquitoes were very light 


because of the lack of moisture," Wilbur 
Mitchell, director of the abatement dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


"This year I'd say it's been about me- 


dium. But if we get a couple more heavy 
rains like the one we had last week there 
will be a lot more (mosquitoes) to worry 
about," he said. 


"Last year was our worst year, though 


it was probably your best year for not 
being bothered with mosquitoes," said 
Jim McDaniel, president of the Inter- 
national Exterminator Company in Elk 
Grove Village. 


McDaniel said this year's crop of mos- 


quitoes "really hasn't hit yet" but he 
predicted after last week's rain they 
would be out in force by the July 4th 
weekend. 


ABATEMENT DISTRICT trucks have 


been out spraying since April throughout 
the Northwest suburbs except in the vil- 
lages of Palatine and Schaumburg. 


Those two communities have gone to 


court charging that the chemical used by 
the 
abatement district, 
a compound 


called Malathion, is harmful to other in- 
sects and that spraying is not an effec- 
tive means of mosquito control. 


Both Palatine and Schaumburg have

Protection District's board of trustees. 


Appointed to the board for the first 


time by Cook County Board President 
George Dunne was Robert Coe, a self- 
employed, 19-year resident of Prospect 
Heights. He succeeds Henry Vallely, an 
attorney. 


Reappointed as a trustee was Thomas 


Harrison who has spent six years on the 
board and is employed by Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. 


President of the three-member board 


which, among other things sets the budg- 
et and coordinates activities related to 
the fire protection district, is Norman 
F. Johnson who was reappointed to the 
post last year. 


Malathion, said he agreed with Mitchell 
that it is one of the safest abatement 
chemicals available to exterminators to- 


day.

"OURS WAS THE first company in the 


area to start using Malathion," he said. 
"In fact we started using it before the 
abatement district." 


McDaniel said that this year for the 


first time, persons operating mosquito 
abatement sprayers must be licensed 
and certified by the state. 


According to Mitchell, the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District uses a two- 
pronged attack against the insect. A lar- 
val program concentrates on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where 
mosquitoes can breed. 


Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans are tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said'. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the east by 
the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs 


"A mosquito can fly from five to 15 


miles with no sweat at all," Mitchell 
said, adding that "they don't respect vil- 
lage boundaries either." 


Mosquito eggs can hatch within 24 


hours after a heavy rain and grow to 
adult-size in seven to 10 days, Mitchell 
said.

Village Denies 
Track's Bid For 
Motorcycle Race 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


voted 6-0 to deny a request by Chicago 
Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE) to 


sponsor a professional motorcycle race 
Sept. 9 at Arlington Park Race Track. 


Officials from CTE told the board dur- 


ing a lengthy and detailed presentation 
that the race track company did not plan 
to file suit against the village in the 
event its request for a special use permit 
would be denied. 


About 20 residents appeared before the 


board to testify both in favor and in op- 
position to the race 


In making the motion to deny the spe- 


cial use request. Trustee Dwight Walton 
said that he felt this was a "rather ex- 
treme request" and one that boiled down 
to one issue, the noise level. 


CTE Secretary Newton Mandel told the 


board that in his opinion a special use 
permit was not legally required under 
provisions of the 1969 annexation agree- 
ment between the village and the race 
track. 


HE LIKENED THAT agreement to a 


"marriage contract" in which he said 
there is "always a lot of give and take." 


Tim Rivera, publicity director for the 


race track, reiterated the race track's 
willingness to modify the operation of 
this year's race in an effort to minimize 
the lights, dust, noise and length that 
were sources of complaints during last 


year's race. 


Rivera told the board CTE had "abso- 


lutely no plans to initiate any other event 
of this type," or to run the motorcycle 
race at Arlington Park more than once a 
year. 
In stating that he had felt Arlington Park 
had a legal right to the special use per- 
mit, Mandel said that in no way had it 
been demonstrated that the race would 
be injurious to the "health, safety, mor- 
als or general welfare" of residents.

"There's nothing grandiose about being 


big." says Hanson who has seen Arling- 
ton Heights grow in both area and popu- 
lation during the 14 years he has been 
village manager. 


Increasingly Arlington Heights bound- 


aries are butting up against the borders 
of neighboring municipalities and village 
officials say that Arlington Heights will 
not expand beyond Rte. 53 on the west, 
Schoenbeck Road to the east and the 
Toll way on the south. 


There is room for expansion to the 


north, according to Village Planner Joe 
Keller, specifically, the land bounded by 
Nichols Road on the south, Checker Road 
on the north, Arlington Heights Road on 
th" east and the future extension of Rte. 
5'! on the wrst. 


"I'm not sure that we would ever want 


tr> annex all thi.s land." Kesler says, "but 
I think it's an area we should be looking 
at " 


Much of the northern property lies in 


Lake County, a fact which both Hanson 
and Kesler say hypothetically poses no 
.serious problem. 


ANOTHER MAJOR area for potential 


future annexation is the property lying 
along McDonald Creek between Schoen- 


beck Road on the east and the Ivy Hill 
subdivision to the west. 


AT THE TIME of the study, there 


were 613 acres of unincorporated land 
adjacent to Rand Road between the Roll- 
ing Green Country Club and Rte. 53. 


A large tract south of McDonald Creek 


between Schoenbeck Road and Birch- 
wood Lane is already part of Arlington 
Heights. 


Kesler says he hopes that this proper- 


ty, now owned by the Mayo Clinic, will 
one day be included in a plan for the 
overall development of the McDonald> 
Creek land 


"The land is unique in its potential for 


recreational 
and 
residential 
devel- 


opment," he says, adding that it is one of 
the few areas left near Arlington Heights 
where land use planning can be applied 
on a broad scale. 


A third annexation area, more imme- 


diate than either the McDonald Creek or 
Lake County sites, are the numerous 
unincorporated lots lying along Rand 
Road. 


"It's just a matter of time before these 


lots come into the village," Hanson says. 


In recognition of this fact, the village 


board last December adopted a Rand 
Road Area Study, a fact book and blue- 
print for the development and annexation 
of Rand Road frontage. 


Numerous other pockets of unincorpo- 


rated land of varying sizes are scattered 
throughout the village. Some of these lot 


owners will petition the village for an- 
nexation, others will be brought in in- 
voluntarily. 


Unrler state statute, any unincorpo- 


rated territory of 60 acres or less which 
is totally surrounded by one or more mu- 
nicipalities can be annexed by the enact- 
ment of a city ordinance. 


Near the southeast corner of the vil- 


lage, east of Arlington Heights Road and 
south of Central Road, there are sections 
of unincorporated land that lie between 
the villages of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


"A plan for these lots will probably 


have to be worked out between both vil- 
lages," Kesler says. 


All told, there are 3.42 square miles of 


unincorporated land in and around Ar- 
lington Heights for potential annexation, 
Kesler figures. 


If the Lake County land is included, 


the area increases to 4.54 square miles, 
more than one-third the size of Arlington 
Heights today. 


THE VILLAGE, however, has no im- 


mediate plans for large-scale land grab- 


bing, Hanson says. There will be future 
annexations, particularly where they fiE 
in and square off existing boundaries. 


But the quality of life in Arlington 


Heights is dependent on many other 
things besides size. 


"It really doesn't matter," Hanson

Algonquin Road Is Becoming Commercial Strip

Land along Algonquin Road in Arling-

Kessler said the land probably would 


not have been developed for 15 years 
without the highway expansion to four 
lanes and the added shoppers from 
throughout the Chicago area who now 
travel to Woodfield. 


"IT'S VERY' TYPICAL for smaller 


businesses to open around a regional 
shopping center" (Woodfield), he said. 
"Whatever is still vacant won't be that 
way long." 


Kesler said several businesses recently 


have applied to the village for approval 
to build along the busy roadway, in- 
cluding a boat dealer, two restaurants 
and a discount department store. 


Rolling Meadows officials also are re- 


ceiving queries from developers wanting 
to locate along the stretch in the city. 


Last week, plans for a $20 million Hil- 


ton motel and office complex on Algon- 
quin Hoad near Rte. 53 were presented to 
the city council. 


The motel plans resemble the Arling- 


ton Park Towers, but also show three 
office buildings surrounding the multi- 
story building.

A new restaurant opened last year on 


Algonquin Road in Rolling Meadows and 
another last week. A third restaurant 
also has been proposed and zoning al- 
ready approved. 


The J. C. Penney Treasury Discount 


store at Algonquin and Golf Roads re- 
ceived approval of the plan commission 
last week and await a final decision from 
city council. 


Rolling Meadows City Mgr. James 


Watson said the land near Algonquin 
Road, became more valuable to devel- 
opers, when the state highway depart- 
ment made the roadway four lanes last 
year. 


"TRAFFIC SURVEYS show that thou- 


sands of cars travel the road every day," 
Watson said. "The new road makes the 
area accessible now." 


He termed Algonquin Road "an ex- 


pressway" giving local motorists "good 
exposure to the tollway." 


Much of the property fronting on Al- 


gonquin Road "will be rezonecl for com- 
mercial and businesses," Watson said. 
"The best option seems to be for busi- 
nesses rather than any more single fami- 
ly."

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Mosquitoes May Drive Area Buggy This Year

Bugged by mosquitoes? Officials of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
say that so far the summer is shaping up 
as an average season foi the parasitic 
pests. 


"Last year mosquitoes wore- very light 


because of the lack of moisture,' Wilbur 
Mitchell, director of the abatement dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


"This year I'd say it's been about me- 


dium. But if we get a couple more heavy 
rains like the one we had last week there 
will be a lot more (mosquitoes) to worry 
about." he said. 


"Last year was our worst year, though 


it was probably your best year for not 
being bothered with mosquitoes." said 
Jim McDaniel, president of the Inter- 
national Exterminator Company in Elk 
Grove Village. 


v,< 


McDaniel said this year's crop of mos- 


quitoes "really hasn't hit yet" but he 
predicted after last week's rain they 
would be out in force by the July 4th 
weekend. 


ABATEMENT DISTRICT trucks have 


been out spraying since April throughout 
the Northwest suburbs except in the vil- 
lages of Palatine and Schaumburg. 


Those two communities have gone to 


court charging that the chemical used by 
the 
abatement 
district, 
a compound 


called Malathion, is harmful to other in- 
sects and that spraying is not an effec- 
tive means of mosquito control. 


Both Palatine and Schaumburg have 


passed local ordinances prohibiting the 
Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
and everybody else from spraying Mala- 
thion within their borders. 


The abatement district has countered 


with its own suit charging that the vil- 
lage's interference hinders the effective- 
ness of an area wide abatement cam- 
paign. 


The conflicting charges will be the sub- 


ject of a court hearing Monday. 


"As far as we've been able to deter- 


mine from the evidence presented to us, 
it (Malathion) is one of the safeest chem- 
icals we could be using," Mitchell said. 


McDaniel, whose company also uses 


Malathion, said he a'greed with Mitchell 
that it is one of the safest abatement 
chemicals available to exterminators to- 
day. 


"OURS WAS THE first company in the 


area to start using Malathion," he said. 
"In fact we started using it before the 
abatement district." 


McDaniel said that this year for the 


first time, persons operating mosquito 


abatement sprayers must be licensed 
and certified by the state. 


According to Mitchell, the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District uses a two- 
pronged attack against the insect. A lar- 
val program concentrates on spraying 
mosquito eggs and larvae in the water 
where they hatch and mature. 


The district's drainage program is 


aimed at drying up swampy areas where 
mosquitoes can breed. 


Mitchell said homeowners can oversee 


their own abatement programs in their 
backyards by making sure that garbage 
cans are tightly covered and that pools 
of water are not left standing. 


"Such things as bird baths, old tires 


and uncovered trash cans collect water 
which can breed mosquitoes," he said. 


MITCHELL SAID the Northwest abate- 


ment district is bordered on the east by

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the North Shore Mosquito Abatement 
District but that on all other sides there 
are no area-wide abatement programs. 


"A mosquito can fly from five to 15 


miles with no sweat at all," Mitchell 
said, adding that "they don't respect vil- 
lage boundaries either." 


Mosquito eggs can hatch within 24 


hours after a heavy rain and grow to 
adult-size in seven to 10 days, Mitchell 
said.

The Des Plaines City Council last night

Citing community opposition, Alder- 


men voted 11-4 to reject a petition 
from the hospital to rezone the Des 
Plaines Funeral Home, J717 Rand Rd., 
so it could be used as a hospital facility.

opment committee which stated that 
residents felt hospital patients might in- 
terfere with children attending North 
School.

Parents who send their children to 


school 
without 
proper 
immunization, 


shots may find themselves hi court this 
fall, according to a crackdown procedure 
announced by Cook County School Sup- 
erintendent, Richard J, Martwick. 


Martwick said he and Dr. John Hall, 


director of the Cook County Department 
of Public Health, are attempting to avoid 
duplication of the measles outbreak that 
erupted in suburban schools earlier this 
month. 


Both Martwick and Hall urged parents 


to get their youngsters properly immu- 
nized during the summer. Hall noted 
families unable to pay for immunization 
could come to one of the eight Cook 
County Public Health clinics which will 
be open throughout the summer. 


Martwick stated the School Code clear- 


ly requires physical examinations and 
added that school administrators are re- 
quired to enforce it. Prior to school en- 
trance, proof of physical examination and 
immunization shots must be given. 


ACCORDING 
TO Martwick, many 


school administrators are allowing chil- 
dren into school and letting them remain 
in school, despite the fact no proof of 
immunization is on record. 


According to Hall, 90 per cent of the 


youngsters who contracted measles in 
the latest outbreak had not been in- 
oculated 


Beginning with the fall semester, all 


school administrators will be asked to 
keep youngsters without proper Immuni- 
zation records out of school. If within 
three days, a parent does not present 
proper physical examination and immu- 
nization records, that youngster may be 
declared truant. On this basis, parents 
could be called to Circuit Court of Cook 
County for failure to comply with the 
compulsory attendance section of the Illi- 
nois School Code (Article 26-1).

promise plan which could calm commu- 
nity fears, announced he was voting 
against the rezoning because of the 
school board's stand that community's 
wishes would be followed. 


Michaels complimented Forest, saving 


it had become i "magnificent facility in 
the last nine years." He said opposition 
to its expansion has been "strictly in my 
opinion, a matter of emotions running 
rampant." 


In i recent letter to the Herald he 


stated that the "community should be 
aware that the local mental health prob- 
lem is increasing and unless facilities 
such as Forest Hospital are encouraged 
to grow to meet these problems many 
people will be deprived of the help they 
so desperately need." 


Sherwood urged Forest Hospital to con- 


tinue its excellent service and to "ex- 
pand this service on its present proper- 
ty." 


The council action climaxed almost two 


months of discussion over the proposed 
rezoning. Opposition had come from the 
North School PTA and from'the River 
Trails Council of PTAs. 


Residents feared that school children, 


who would have had to walk by the pro- 
posed facility, would have come in con- 
tact with patients. Some also felt that the 
new facility located west and adjacen to 
the school, and the present hospital, east 
and adjacent to the school, would cause 
North School to be "surrounded." 


Hospital spokesmen offered to con- 


struct a fence between the school path 
and the proposed treatment center. They 
also stated that no patient had ever in- 
terferred with students. 


They noted that the hospital had been 


on the Wilson Lane site many years be- 
fore the school was built. Expansion, 
they said, is necessary to treat growing 
needs.

City Clerk Hits Election Law Bill

City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach is leading 


efforts ,by a statewide municipal .organi- 
zation to block an Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives vote on a proposed revision 
of the state's election laws. 


Mrs. Rohrbach, who testified last week 


in Springfield, before the House Election 
Committee, wants the House vote post- 
poned until the fall legislative session so 
that "officials on all levels of govern- 
ment can carefully examine the proposed 
election changes," 


Speaking as the representative of the 


400-member Municipal 'Clerks of Illinois, 
Mrs. Rohrbach warned the legislators 
that the election code revision, as now 


written, could create a chaotic situation. 


Supporters of the 323-page revision, 


created over a 10-year period by the Illi- 
nois Election Law Commission, have told 
the committee that the proposed changes 
would modernize and streamline election 
procedures, while saving<taxpayers"mon- 
«y- 


Mrs. Rohrbach told legislators that a 


proposed revision — which would take 
responsibility for local elections away 
from-local governments — may be im- 
pratical. Conducting partisan and non- 
partisan elections at the same time, as 
the revisions propose, would force na- 
tional and state party politics into "even 
school board and park board elections," 


she believes. 


And the proposed beginning date for 


the new electoral system, Jan. 1, 1973, is 
not feasible in Cook County, where 
changes would have to be made for hun- 
dreds of governments which exist across 
municipal and township boundaries, she 
said. 


MRS. ROHRBACH, Des Plaines clerk 


since 1965 and a former chairman and 
board member of the state-wide clerks 
association, credits efforts last week by 
her group and the Illinois Municipal 
League with convincing legislators that 
more hearings were needed on the pro- 
posed revisions, before a House vote is 
taken. 


She coordinated efforts last week to 


gather support from Northwest suburban 
legislators, and she also contacted many 
clerks in southern Illinois to urge them 
to make appeals to their legislators. 


Mrs. Rohrbach, and two Northwest 


suburban legislators Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man (D-Arlington Heights) and Rep. 
Robert Juckett, (R-Park Ridge) are hop- 
ing hearings will continue through this 
week until the session is adjourned. If so, 
a vote would not be taken on the revi- 
sions until after the November election, 
Mrs. Rohrbach said.

sions, which' gained easy Senate approval 
earlier this,month, the changes in the 
1943 election code would simplify election 
procedures, ,aid the -voters, and save as 
much as $21 million a year. 


Under the revisions, only two elections 


would be held each year — one in, May 
and one in November — instead of sepa- 
rate elections for school boards, munici- 
palities, federal "and state elections. 


Instead of different polling places for 


each election, only one polling place for 
each precinct would be established. In- 
stead of having each park district, school 


board and mosquilo abatement district 
running its own elections, and referen- 
dums — even though small governmental 
units often lack experience or training in 
conducting an election — all elections 
would be conducted by I he County clerk 
or a county election board. 


THE LANGUAGE of the proposed revi- 


sion has been simplified so that almost 
anyone without legal training can under- 
stand what the law requires, supporters 
stated. Several court decisions which 
have affected electoral procedures would 
become part of the state laws, if the revi- 
sion is accepted. 


Mrs. Rohrbach thinks that the revi- 


sion does a "fine job" of taking out legal 
jargon, and incorporating partial revi- 
sions passed by the General Assembly 
over the last 20 years. 


She does not think that the Cook Coun- 


ty Clerk's 
office, 
as presently con- 


stituted, would have enough employes or 
office space to handle elections of all the 
governments in the county, "They'd have 
to take over the entire Chicago Civic 
Center," she said. 


Mrs. Rohrbach urged the legislators to 


examine the possibility of creating re- 
gional branches or local board of election 
commissioners to handle the large num-

Marriage meant for Dorothy Allen not 


only a change of name, but a change of 
job location, a change of scholastic inter- 
est, a change of vocation nntl her first 
taste of a career shu had never before 
considered. 


Dorothy, with a bachelor of science de- 


gree in home economics from North- 
western University and with four years 
clerking experience in small interior dec- 
orating establishments, went to work in 
1958 as a company library clerk for Bax- 
ter Travenol Laboratories. Engaged and 
anticipating marriage the following year 
to John W. Allen, a physical chemist en- 
gaged in research, she thought it would 
be more practical if they both worked in 
the same geographical area. 


Her first taste of company library 


work was destined to develop into a 
hearty career appetite. 


JOHN AND DOROTHY, both raised in 


Park Ridge, both graduates of Maine 
Township High School, now 12-year resi- 
dents of Des Plaines. were married in 
1939. The arrival of Nancy in 1962 ended, 
for the time being, her mother's library 
experience. 


By the time Nancy was 9 months old, 


Mrs Allen had resolved to go after a 
master's degree In library science and 
return to the field professionally when it 
became possible. 


And so she enrolled in Rosary College 


in River Forest, one of very few area 
colleges offering graduate study in li- 
brary science. Methodically she took one 
evening course at a time so her husband 
could sit for Nancy. In summer 
she 


turned to high school sitters as she pur- 


sued 
a 
daytime six-week 
intensive 


course. 


With the help of John's mother, she 


found she could continue daytime studies 
into the school year. When Nancy was 3, 
Dorothy placed her for one season in 
Rosary's free nursery school, adminis- 
tered and supervised by the Home Eco- 
nomics Department. 


THE NURSERY SCHOOL was only 


of the advantages Rosary extended to 
adults returning to school. 


"There was no time limit," said Doro- 


thy. "I could extend my schooling over 
as many years as I liked. The 36 credit 
hours required for a master's in library 
science could have been accomplished in 
little more than a year. But I chose to 
spread it over 3',z years " 


Dorothy has only praise for Rosary's 


attitude toward women who wish to con- 
tinue their education. "They are so en- 
couraging," she said, "and very sympa- 
thetic. They understand the problems of 
women." 


She earned her master's degree in Au- 


gust 1966. Still consumed with interest in 
company library work, she called her 
former boss at Baxter Travenol, asking 
her to furnish a list of company libraries.

SO DOROTHY ALLEN found herself 


back in the library atmosphere she 
loved, this time as a specialist. She cata- 
logued books, scanned all incoming sci- 
entific and medical periodicals, alerted 
personnel to the articles that might con- 
cern them and in general digested huge 
quantities of knowledge about the com- 
pany and the medical field. 


Her hours corresponded with Nancy's 


school hours. 


Then, in 1970, along came Stuart. Doro- 


thy worked to within a few months of his 
birth. 


L a s t December, Baxter Travenol 


called her to see if she couldn't at least 
manage part-time work in the library. 
Mrs. Allen hustled up a women sitter and 
returned for a three-day work week. 
Through the summer she is reducing it 
to one day a week. 


DOROTHY ALLEN is now in charge of 


the law library and will probably gain as 
much legal knowledge as she .did medi- 
cal. She has combined two law libraries 
into one, planning the new layout, order- 
ing the furniture and purchasing books 
for researchers. There is a great deal of 
clerical work and filing, of maintaining a 
loose-leaf subscription service, of train- 
ing others for the same work.

Q — Is the operation pamtuF 


, 
A — No. A bit uncomfortable, that's 


all. 


Q — Can the scars be seen? 
A — One cut is in the scalp and can't 


be seen, The second is in front of the 
ears — fine stitches and no pull. It's done 
along the natural cheek grove and scars 
disappear after healing. Next is behind 
the ear. The fourth line hugs the ear 
halfway up and can barely be seen. 


Q — How long does the improved ap- 


pearance last? 


A — Five to 10 years. 
Q —Can the operation be repeated? 
A — Yes. The more times you have it 


done, the more permanent it becomes 
and the better it looks. You have only the 
original scars. Tension is on the muscles, 
not on the skin. 


Q — What is the average cost of a 


complete face lift? 


A — About $2,500, But a complete face 


lift is not usually necessary. The doctors 
do what they call "spot welding." (Popu- 
lar Mechanics must be their favorite 
reading matter.) 


Q — Can eye-lid surgery be performed 


along with a face lift? 


A — Yes, if the patient wants it. But 


doctors lon't favor it for the surgery 
takes loo long a time. 


Q — Can a woman change the shape of 


her eyes? 


A — Yes. Westerners seem to want 


slanty eyes. And Japanese want the 


Western look. Japanese doctors often re- 
move a piece of tissue at the corner and 
sew it up in reverse. 


Q — What is the average cost of rhino- 


plasty (nasal surgery)? 


A — Approximately $750. Ten years 


ago it was $550. But that's inflation for 
you. Food was cheaper then, too. 
' 


The latest plastic surgery according to 


the doctors, will be making a whole ear. 
But even they concede that that will be a 
tough challenge. 


For a final note on appearance im- 


provement there is dermal abrasion. It is 
effective for fine wrinkles, pigmentation, 
acne scars. Mild cases need only one op- 
eration. Severe cases may need several. 


Sandpaper or steel wool is run up and 


down the skin to get fine particles off at 
a rapid rate. The skin is frozen first to 
ensure rigidity. It may sound awful, but 
the results are very rewarding. It takes 
only from 15 to 30 minutes to do a whole 
face. The procedure is not painful. There 
is only mild post-operative pain and no 
makeup can be used for two weeks. The 
crust on the face can be removed with 
soap and water and lubricants. It costs 
$400-$500 and 'it's about two weeks before 
you look presentable. 


Seems like an awful trial to endure 


when you could just, grow old gracefully, 
but people are living longer and have to 
work longer in a youth oriented society. 
So what's two weeks and a few hundred 
bucks? If you can't fight 'em, you gotta 
join 'em.

Accuracy., Putting Touch 


Key At Western's Course 


A course that demands consistent ac- 


curacy off the tees and a steady putting 
touch — that's Sunset Ridge Country 
Club of suburban Northbrook, where the 
60th Western Open Golf championship 
will be played June 22-25. 


Authorities for that summation are 


Bob Harris, golf professional at Sunset 
Ridge for 17 years, and Dom Grotti, the 
club's golf course superintendent for four 
decades. Both say the 6,716-yard layout 
will provide a real test for the Western 
Open, first played in 1B99 and won last 
year 
at 
Olympia 
Fields by 
Bruce 


Crampton. 


Harris is co-holder of the Sunset Ridge 


course record of 04. Twice the veteran 
pro turned in that score, equalled once 
by Don Kubiak while a member of Har- 
ris' staff. That 64 is two under the 1971 
championship's low 18-hole score of 66, 
turned in by Crampton after the first 
round last summer at Olympia Fields. 


"Heavy stands of trees on many holes, 


where some trees are at the very edges 
of fairways, will place a premium on 
straight tee shots," said Harris. "And, on 
the greens, a steady putting touch will be 
a 'must,' for our greens, while not unusu- 
ally large, have many rolls and 'tiers' 
that can test even the best of putters. 


"This is not to say that the good play- 


ers w>n'f «"ir» nt Slinsot HldgC. I feel 


some will put it all together for a 62 or 63 
round and, if this comes about, it will be 
primarily because of accuracy off the tee 
and a consistently steady game on the 
greens. The long hitter will have.no par 
ticular advantage here." 


Harris and Grotti listed the fifth, ninth, 


14th, 16th and 18th holes as probably the 
most difficult. Traps could cause trouble 
at the fifth, they said, while the dog-leg 
ninth presents tree'trouble on both sides 
of the fairway. The 14th puts a premium 
oh accuracy off the tee,' with No..; 16's. 
largcr-than-average green an Invitation 
to bogies. At the 'finishing; 18th, trees 
may cause trouble for the big hitters. 


"Our greens are some of the fastest in 


the Chicago District," Harris said, "and, 
if there is- a stiff wind, you'll see a lot of 
putts stray off line. Admittedly, the 
Western Open will have its .usual great 
field, but I don't feel it will take this 
course apart." 


The Western Open, anchored in Chi- 


cagoland since 1962, when it was won at 
Medinah Country ClUb by Jacky Cupit, 
comes to Sunset Ridge in the northern 
Chicagoland area after having been con- 
tested the last five years at Olympia 
Fields, Beverly Country Club, and Midlo- 
thian in the south and southwestern envi- 
rons of Chicagoland.

UOP Shadow race car, which is making 
nearby Bartlett its home for the duration 
of the 1972 Canadian-American'Challenge 
Cup Series. 


The car, which was a top qualifier at 


the Can-Am race at Mosport Park, On- 
tario, but pulled out of the competition 
with gear-box problems, is being housed 
in facilities of the Flexonics Division, 
UOP (Universal Oil Products Company), 
300 E. Devon Avenue, Bartlett. 


It is being made available by UOP for 


public viewing at the Flexonics plants 
from 5-7 p.m. Prior to the public display, 
Flexonics employes will be given an op- 
portunity to see it. Members of the UOP 
Shadow racing crew, including owner 
Don Nichols, will be available for ques- 
tioning during the display. 


The car is being housed at the Flexon- 


ics facility because of its central location 
for the Can-Am series of races. A second 
car, nearing completion in California, 
will join it early in July. 


The Shadow was "designed by Peter 


Bryant, an expatriate Englishman whom 
Nichols contracted in 1970 to supervise 
his program of race- car development. 
England's Jackie Oliver, a top com- 


petitor at Le Mans this year, is the driv- 
er. Universal Oil Products is the princi- 
pal backer. 


Powering the jet-black UOP Shadow is 


a new 495 cii. in. (8.1 liter) aluminum 
Chevrolet engine prepared by Lee Muir 
and operating on premium lead-free 
gasoline supplied by UOP. 


A super-slippery glass fiber bodyskin 


has been fabricated to envelope an 
aluminum monocoque with steel sub- 
frames, all of which contain no fewer 
than 55 detail changes over the 1971 mod- 
el. 


The revised body shape features a pair 


of airfoils (wings), one front and one 
rear. The former, nestling between the 
front fenders, measures 32-inches wide 
with a 10-inch chord and serves to main- 
tain overall balances. The rear wing, 
measuring 74-inches wide with a 23-inch 
chord, generates the downforce neces- 
sary for a constant stream of power to 
the road. 


Earlier this year the UOP Shadow 


shattered Peter Revson's record at the 
Laguna Seca raceway and tied the 
course record at Mosport Park, It will 
race next July 9 at Road Atlanta at Gain- 
esville, Ga.
